GENERAL GARFIELD. 


Full Text of His Letter ot 
Acceptance. 


AN ABLE AND FRANK DOCUMENT. 


All Dominant Questions Fairly 
and Fully Treated. 


(S P SC U L BT TKLKQRArn TO TUR 
BXC0RD -UKI05.] 


M e n t o r (O.), July 12th.-General Garfield 
has forwarded to Senator Hoar of Massa­ 
chusetts the following letter of acceptance of 
the nomination tendered him by the Repub­ 
lican National Convention: 


THE LETTEB. 
M e n t o r (Oí ), .July 10, 1880. 
Dear Sir: On the evening of the 8th of 
June last I had the honor to receive from 
you, in the presence of a committee of which 
you were Chairman, the official announce­ 
ment that the Republican National Conven­ 
tion at Chicago had that day nominated me 
as their candidate for President of the United 
States. 
I ACCEPT THE NOMINATION. 
With gratitude for the confidence it implies, 
and with a deep sense of the responsibility it 
imposes. I cordially indorse the principles 
set forth in the platform adopted by the Con­ 
tention. On nearly all the subjects of which 
it treats my opinions are on record among 
the published proceedings of Congress. I 
venture, however, to make special mention of 
some of the principal topics which are likely 
to become subjects of discussion, without re­ 
viewing the controversies which have been 
settled during the last twenty years, and with 
no purpose or wish to revive the passions of 
the late war. It should be said that while 
the Republicans fully recognize, and will 
strenuously defend, all the rights retained by 
the people, and all the rights reserved to the 
States, they reject the i>err.ieious doctrine of 
State supremacy which so long crippled the 
functions of the National Government, and 
at one time brought the Union very near to 
destruction. They insist that 


THE UNITE» STATES IS A NATION, 
x 
With ample powers of self-preservation; 
that its Constitution and the laws made in 
pursuance thereof “ are the supreme law of 
the l a n d t h a t the right of the nation to Re- 
termine the method by which its Legislature 
shall be created cannot be surrendered with­ 
out abdicating one of the fundamental powers 
of the Government; that the national laws re­ 
lating to the election of representatives in Con­ 
gress shall neither be violated nor evaded ; 
that every elector Bhall be permitted freely 
and without intimidation to cast bis lawful 
vote at such election, and have it honestly 
counted, and that the potency of his vote 
Bhall not be destroyed by the fraudulent vote 
of any other person. The best thoughts and 
energies of our people should be directed to 
those great questions of national well-being, 
in which all have a common interest. 
Such 
efforts will soonest restore to perfect peace 
those who were lately in arms against each 
other, for 


JUSTICE 
AND 
GOOD 
WILL 
WILL 
OUTLAST 
PASSION. 
But it is certain that the wounds of the war 
cannot be completely healed, and the spirit 
of brotherhood cannot fully pervade the 
whole country, until every citizen, rich or 
poor, white or black, is secure in the free and 
equal enjoyment of every civil and political 
right guaranteed by the Constitution and the 
liws. 
Wherever the enjoyment of these 
rights is not assured, discontent will prevail, 
immigration will cease, and the social and in­ 
dustrial forces will continue to be dis­ 
turbed 
by the 
migration 
of 
laborers 
and 
the 
consequent 
diminution 
of 
prosperity. Tbe National Government should 
exercise all its constitutional authority to put 
an end to these evils, for all the pepple aud 
all the States are members of one body, and 
no member can suffer without injury to all. 
The most serious evils which now afflict the 
South arise from the fact that there is not 
such freedom and toleration of political 
opinion and action that the minority party 
can exercise an effective and wholesome re 
straiDt upon the party in power. Without 
such restraint, party rule becomes tyranni­ 
cal and corrupt. The prosperity which is 
made possible iu the South by its great ad­ 
vantages of soil and climate will never be re­ 
alized until every voter can freely and safely 
support any party he pleases. Next in im­ 
portance to freedom and justice is 


1'OPCLAR EDUCATION, 
Without which neither justice nor freedom 
can be permanently niair.tained. Its inter­ 
ests are intrusted both to the States and to 
the voluntary action of the people. What­ 
ever help the nation can afford should be gen­ 
erously given to aid the States in support of 
common schools, but it would be unjust and 
dangerous to our institutions to apply any 
portion of the revenues of the nation or of 
the States to the support of sectarian schools. 
The separation of the Church and the State 
in everything relating to taxation should be 
absolute. 
FINANCIAL QUESTIONS. 
On the subject of national finances my 
views have been so frequently and fully ex­ 
pressed thnt little is needed in the way of ad­ 
ditional statement. The public debt is now 
so well secured, and the rate of annual inter­ 
est has been so reduced by refunding, that 
rigid economy in expenditures, and the faith­ 
ful application of our surplus revenues to the 
payment of the principal of the debt, will 
gradually but certainly free the people from 
its burdens, and close with honor the finan­ 
cial chapter of the war. At the same time 
the Government can provide for all it3 ordi­ 
nary expenditures, and discharge its sacred 
obligations 
to 
the 
soldiers 
of 
ihe 
Union 
and 
to 
the 
widows 
and 
or­ 
phans of those who fell in its defense. 
The resumption of specie payment, which the 
Republican purty so courageously and suc­ 
cessfully accomplished, has removed from the 
field of controversy many questions that long 
and seriously disturbed the credit of the Gov­ 
ernment and the business of the country. Our 
paper currency is now as national as the flag, 
and resumption has not only made it every­ 
where equal to coin, but has brought into use 
our store of gold and silver. The circulating 
medium is more abundant than ever before, 
and we need only to maintain the equality of 
all our dollars to insure to labor and capital a 
measure of value from the use of which no 
one can suffer loss. The great prosperity 
which the country is now enjoying should not 
be endangered by any violent changes or 
doubtful financial experiments. In refer­ 
ence to 
o t u CUSTOM LAWS, 
A JK)Iky should be pursued which will bring 
revenue to the treasury, will enable the labor 
and capital employed in* our great industries 
to compete fairly in our markets with the 
labor and capital of foreign produce. We 
legislate for the people of the United States, 
not for the whole world, and it is our glory 
that the American laborer is more intelligent 
and better paid than his foreign com petitor. 
Onr country cannot be independent unless its 
people, with theirahundant natural resources, 
possess the requisite skill at any time to 
clothe, arm and equip themselves for war, 
and in time of peace to produce all the neces­ 
sary implements of labor. It was the mani­ 
fest intention of the founders of the Govern-^ 
ment to provide for the common defense, not 
by standing armies alone, but by raising 
among the people a greater army of artisans, 
whose intelligence and skill should power­ 
fully contribute to the safety and glory of the 
nation. Fortunately for the interests of com­ 
merce, there is no longer any formidable op­ 
position to appropriations for the 


IMPROVEMENT OF OUR RAREORS AND OREAT 
n a v i g a b l e r i v e r s , 
Provided that the expenditures for that pur­ 
pose are strictly limited to works of national 
importance. The Mississippi river, with its 
great tributaries, is of such vital importance 
to many millions of people, that the safety of 
its navigation requires exceptional considera­ 
tion. In order to secure to the nation the 
control of all its waters, President Jefferson 
negotiated the purchase of a vast territory, 
extending fr«ji the Gulf of Mexico to the 
l acific Ocead, 
The wisdom of Congress 
si on Id be invoked to devise some plan by 
which that great river shall cease to be a ter­ 


ror to those who dwell upon its banks, and by 
which its shipping may safely carry the in­ 
dustrial product of twenty-five millions of 
people. The interests of agriculture, which 
is the basis of all our material pr>asperity, and 
in which seven-twelfths of our population are 
engaged, as well as the iuterests of manu­ 
facturers and commerce, demand that the 
facilities for cheap transportation shall be in­ 
creased by the use of all our great water 
courses. 
THE CHINESE QUESTION. 
The material interests of this country, the 
traditions of its settlement and sentiments of 
our people, have led the Government to offer 
the widest hospitality to emigrants who seek 
oar shores for new and happier homes, will­ 
ing to share the burdens as well as the bene­ 
fits of society, and intending that their pos­ 
terity shall become an undisticgnisbable part 
of our population. The recent movement of 
the Chinese to our Pacific coast partakes but 
little of the qualities of such an immigration, 
either in its purposes or its result. It is too 
much like an importation to be welcome, 
without restriction, too much like an invasion 
to be looked upon withont solicitude. We 
can oat consent to allow any form of servile 
labor to be introduced among us under 
the guise of immigration. Recognizing the 
gravity 
of 
this 
subject, 
the 
present 
Administration, supported by Congress, has 
sent to China a Commission of distinguished 
citizens, for the purpose of securing such a 
modification of the existing treaty as will 
prevent the evils likely to arise from the 
present situation. It is confidently believed 
that these diplomatic negotiations will be 
successful, without the loss of commercial 
intercourse between the two Powers, which 
promises a great increase of reciprocal trade, 
aud the enlargement of our markets. Should 
these efforts fail, it will be the duty of Con­ 
gress to mitigate the evils already felt, and 
prevent their increase by such restriction as 
without violence or injustice will place upon 
a sure foundation the peace of our communi­ 
ties and the freedom aud dignity of labor. 


THE CIVIL SERVICE. 
The appointment of citizens to the various 
executive and judicial offices of the Govern­ 
ment is perhaps the most difficult of all the 
duties which the Constitution has imposed 
upon the Executive. The Constitution wisely 
demands that Congress shall operate with the 
Executive Departments in placing the civil 
service on a better basis. Experience has 
proven that with our frequent changes of Ad­ 
ministration no system of reform can be made 
effective and permanent without the aid of 
legislation. Appointments to the military 
and naval service are so regulated by law and 
custom as to leave but little ground for com­ 
plaint. 
It may not be wise to make 
similar 
regulations 
by 
law 
for 
the 
civil service, but without iovading the 
autnority or necessary discretion of the Ex­ 
ecutive, Congress should devise a method 
that will determine the tenure of office, and 
greatly reduce the uncertainty which makes 
that service so unsatisfactory. Without de­ 
priving any officer of his rights as a citizen, 
the Government should require him to dis­ 
charge all of his official duties with intelli­ 
gence. efficiency and faithfulness. To select 
,wisely from our vast population those who 
are best fitted for the many offices to be 
filled, requires an acquaintance far beyond 
the range of any one man. The Executive 
should therefore seek and receive the infor­ 
mation and assistance of those 
whose 
knowledge of the communities in which 
the duties are to be performed best quali­ 
fies 
them 
to 
aid 
them 
in 
making 
the wisest choice. 
The doctrines announced 
by the leaders of the party to attract votes 
and carry an election should be the result of 
a careful study of the spirit of our institu­ 
tions, the events of our hutory, and the best 
impulses of our people. In my judgment, 
these principles should control the legislation 
and administration of the Government. 
In 
any event, they will guide my conduct until 
experience points a better way. 
If elected, 
it will be my purpose to enforce a strict obedi­ 
ence to the Constitution aud laws, and pro­ 
mote, as best I may, the interest and honor 
of the whole country, relying for support 
upon the wisdom of Congress, the intelligence 
and patriotism of the people, and the favor 
of God.

PREPARATIONS FOR CELEBRATING THE 
NATIONAL FETE DAY. 


The “ White Ring-Dove," a Chine so Con:, 
edy—The Amnesty Q uestion-Sarah 
Bernhardt's Suit-E tc. 


Many of the hydraulic mines iu Placer 
county are»shutting down on account of 
the scarcity of water. 
A dividend of two cents per share has 
been declared by the Napa Consolidated 
Quicksilver Company. 
It has paid $100,­ 
000 in dividends since August, 1S7S. 
The north header of the Sutro tunnel 
made 7- feet during the first week in July ; 
tctal length of that branch, 3.025 feet, 
which carries it about 230 feet into Ophir 
ground. 
The south header is not running. 
A Mining News Association is the latest 
thing in New York. 
It is organized for 
the purpose of receiving the latest and 
most 
authentic 
telegraphic reports of 
bullion shipments, new strikes and other 
important matters pertaining to the lead, 
ing districts and mining centers of the 
country. 
A company o f Chinamen are engaged in 
mining on an extensive scale at Big Indiau 
Bar, middle fork of Feather river. 
They 
recently purchased a very rich claim there, 
and are now engaged in erecting a flume 
twenty-two feet wide and over four hun­ 
dred long. 
The ground has always paid 
well and is believed to be extremely rich. 
The gold mines of Colusa county are 
proving to be of considerable importance. 
On Sulphur creek the Cherry cleaned up 
last week $400, and the Manzanita $1,400 ; 
as is learned from reliable sources, the 
three pieces from the Manzanita weighing 
one pound each. 
There are many rich 
prospects further west and north in the 
county that will soon be developed. 
A piece of quartz, several pounds in 
weight, that is extraordinarily rich in 
g<»M, was shown in Grass Valley Saturday.

These entertainments were highly 
instructive, and were what the French 
public needed, who, as a general thing, arc 
very ignorant of anything done outside of 
France, for the literary productions of all 
ages and climes were here produced, from 
Greek tragedies to Russian dramas. 
The 
Portuguese, the English, Germans and 
others had passed with an idea not only of 
the modern but ancient drama in these 
countries, when a Chinese drama was 
promised by Judith Gautier, who is per­ 
haps the only person 
in 
France 
oc­ 
cupied exclusively with 
modern Chi­ 
nese 
literature. 
These 
two 
pieces, 
“ The Courtesau ” and 
“ White Ring­ 
dove,” had already been learned by heart, 
and were making rapid progress in the 
repetitions when the director of the thea­ 
ter, Jean Bertrand, who had been unfor­ 
tunate in his administration ami lost much 
money, committed suicide. 
This circum­ 
stance ended the national matinees and 
prevented the representation of the pieces 
of Madame Judith Gautier. 
The drama, 
“ The Courtesan,” was asked for by the 
Rappel, and they now offer a portion of it 
eacu day to their readers.

the other evening in the salon of the 
Baroness de Poilly.

THE NATIONAL FETE DAY. 
Arrangements are being made all over 
France for the celebration of the distribu­ 
tion of the flags to take place the 14th of 
next month. 
This day is to bo henceforth 
the grand national fete day of France, aud 
as the 14th of July is not far removed from 
the 4th of July the two Republics approach 
each other in this particular. 
The 14th of 
July is the date on which the taking of the 
Bastile occurred, and as from that epoch 
date the liberties at present enjoyed by the 
French people, it is meet the Republic 
should celebrate the event in an appro­ 
priate manner. 
The ceremony of the dis­ 
tribution of the flags is to take place at Vin­ 
cennes ; the troops will be stationed on the 
side of Saint-Mande. 
For the same day 
Paris is organizing a grand municipal 
fete. 
Mr. Alphand, Director of Public 
Works, has just submitted to Mr. Herold, 
Prefect of the Seine, a general plan of that 
great solemnity. 
It consists in completely 
transforming the Place de la Republique by 
suppressing the fountain of the Chateau 
d’Eau and installing in the center of this 
square an exact reproduction of the Re- 
publique by Mr. Morice, crowned at the 
last concoura. 
The two platforms at the 
right and left are to. be decorated and 
trimmed in flags of the national colors, and 
the whole plttce to be surrounded by im­ 
mense girandoles of gas, whose effect in the 
evening will be splendid. 
A decoration of 
the same kind will be established at the 
Place of the Bastile. 
On all the roads and 
streets Which separate the two places be­ 
tween the statue of the Republic and the 
Colonne de .Tuillet, the boulevards will be 
tfcmsformed into 


A TRIUMPHAL AVENUE, 
All bordered with oritlammes, patriotic 
mottoes and apparatus for illuminations. On 
that occasion a grand fete is to be given to 
a certain number of the best scholars of all 
the public schools, when at the Bois de 
Vincennes there are to be erected the dif­ 
ferent shops, shows, cheveaux de bois, and 
all the necessary attractions constituting a 
fete in Franee, and to which the scholars 
will have tickets of entrance. 
I^efresh- 
ments of all kinds will also be furnished, 
and a certain number of tickets distributed 
among the scholars, entitling them to the 
good things, that they may regale them­ 
selves not in royal fashion but true repub­ 
lican style. 
But Paris is not the only city 
preparing for this grand event. 
All the 
cities throughout France have donated 
large sums of money for this celebration, 
and the programme has in many cases been 
decided upon. 
At Lyon on the evening of 
the 13th there will he a grand torch­ 
light procession, with all the military 
music. On the morning of the 14th, the an­

French residents in the U nited States 
are eager to join in the national celebra­ 
tion, and, as will be seen from an address 
we print elsewhere, the patriotic French­ 
men of Sacramento propose to add their 
mite to the congratulations. 
The taking 
of the Bastile was indeed a great event for 
Fiance. 
It was the trium ph of the People 
over the hideous system of feudalism which 
for so many eenturies had crushed the 
French masses, and which had at length 
fatally corrupted the aristocracy, and un­ 
dermined the dynasty. 
The Bastile was 
the embodiment of irresponsible Power. 
It was the disdainful answer of Royalty 
to the appeals of the people. 
Its grim and 
dreadful cells had closed over every feeble 
effort at progress and justice made by 
patriotic souls, for generations.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE 


BOARD 
OF EDUCATION, 


A special meeting of the City Board of 
Education was held last night. Present all 
the Directors except Messrs. Stalker and 
Homblower. 
An application for the position of second 
assistant of the High School, by Fannie C. 
Burnett, was received and placed on file. 
A petition, asking that the schools open at 
8:30 A. M. from now until vacation, and 
signed by a majority of the teachers of the 
primary grades, was received and placed on 
file, with tiie understanding that the peti­ 
tioners may withdraw it to obtain other sig­ 
natures if they so desired. 
The committee appointed to transfer seven­ 
teen pupils of the first grade and sixteen of 
the second grade from the Capital to the 
Sacramento Grammar School reported their 
labors cun pie tod. Several parents of those 
transferred appeared before the Board and 
requested that their children remain where 
they were. 
Had the request of all been 
granted, more than half the pupils trans­ 
ferred would have been returned, which 
would make too large classes in one school 
and small classes in the other. The method 
adopted in the transfer was discussed by the 
Board, and the report of the committee was 
finally adopted unanimously. 
A communication from the City Surveyor, 
uotifying the Board to either raise the side­ 
walk on the north side of Q street between 
Fourth and Fifth or construct a loDg incline 
to meet the other sidewalk,-was referred to 
the Committee on Repairs, with power to act. 
Miss McCormack, General Principal of the 
Primary Schools, made a report of the num­ 
ber enrolled thus far in the primary grades. 
The report showed that thirty classes Lad a 
less number thju is assigned to a full class, 
while mi st of ibe remaining classes had each 
from five to-twenty more than the maximum 
number for a class. 
Gu motion, the Superintendent and Miss 
McCormack were authorized to make the 
necessary transfers. The matter of assigning 
pupils to German classes was, on motiuu of 
Mr. Tracy, referred to the Siqierintendent 
and Principals of the Grammar Schools, with 
power to act. 
The matter of teaching drawing was next 
taken up. 
The State law requires that it be 
taught, and the question being considered by 
the B aril is how best to provide for it. 
After considerable informal talk Mr. Tracy 
moved to elect a special teacher of drawing j 
at a salary of $85 per month for ten months. !

The great trium ph which Nordenskjold 
has gained has naturally drawn attention 
to his predecessors, and among them more 
especially to Behring, from whom the strait 
which separates America from Asia has re­ 
ceived its name. 
The northeast passage is, 
indeed, the work of the Scandinavian race. 
V itus Behring was a Dane, born at Horsens, 
iu Jutland, 1680, and belonging to a family 
which, from the beginning of the .fifteenth 
century and up to our days, has been 
famous for its eccentricity, wit, energy, 
and productiveness ; one of his uncles had 
twelve sons, and 
he 
called them, all 
Peder. 
Another of his uncles settled 
in Russia, and it was probably through 
him th at young Vitus enterqd the Rus­ 
sian navy-. 
In 1707 he was a Lieutenant, iu 
¡ 1710 a Captain. 
Czar Peter notieed him, 
liked him, and sent him on an expedition 
to see whether America and Asia were con­ 
nected or not. 
February 5, 1725, Behring 
started from St. Petersburg with a huge 
caravan of oxen, mules and dogs, sailors, 
ship-builders and scholars, flour, salt-tish 
and smoked mutton, and New-Year’s Day, 
1727, he reached the shore of the .Sea of 
Okhotsk, the caravan having on the way- 
through Siberia eaten its own shoes and 
harness and other such palatable things. 
A small vessel was now built, on which the 
company crossed the Sea of Okhotsk, and 
in the fall of 1727 th i southernmost point 
of Kam tchatka was reached. Here a larger 
v ssel was built, the Gabriel, and July 20, 
1728, Behnug steered northward, following 
the coast of Kamtchatka. 
August J5th 
he reached Cape Serdze Kameu, where 
the

lay 
ice - bound 
a 
winter 
ago, 
and having 
satisfied 
himself 
th at from this point the northern coast of 
Asia ran west, lie returned. 
The great re­ 
sult of this expedition was the discovery 
th at Asia and America were not connected. 
People, however, would not believe Behr­ 
ing. 
The German geographers protested, 
and continued to teach th at here was a 
solid bridge between K am tchatka and 
Alaska. 
It was not until 1778, when Cook 
visited these regions, th at Behring’s dis­ 
covery became generally accepted.

while, a complete Government department 
was organized in St. Petersburg under 
Behring’s 
superintendence 
for 
the 
in­ 
vestigation 
of 
the 
northern 
coast 
of 
Europe 
and 
Asia. 
Maluigin 
and 
SkuratolF made 
the 
tour 
from 
Ar- 
kaugel.sk to the mouth of the Obi, 1737 ; 
Ovzyn from the Obi to the Jenisei, 1739; 
Ixiptefl from the Jenisei to the Lena, 1743. 
On the eastern coast of Kamtchatka a Eu­ 
ropean colony was settled, barracks and 
magazines were erected, a church was built, 
dedicated to St. Peter and St. Paul, and 
the new city was «ailed I’etropawlowski. 
From this place Behring sailed out May 
29, 1741, steering east, to find the coast of 
America. 
He succeeded. 
July 6th he ac­ 
tually touched the American coast in lati­ 
tude 50 north. 
But ho was compelled to 
return home immediately. 
He was sick 
and his whole crew was sick. On the voy­ 
age home the vessel was wrecked on a 
small island, and there he died, December, 
1741.
